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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment after final raises new issues because the limitation of the "vacuum chamber" is now 
positively claimed in claim 1. Further, amendments to claim 8 raise new issues because instead of the "rotors" as a whole comprising two- 
stage rotors, now the pump rotors *each* have two-stage rotors. Note that this claim appears to have a USC 112 issue (yet another new 
issue) as the wording in general appears to be grammatically incorrect/indefinite. A further USC 112 issue: how many rotors are claimed 
here "pump rotors each of which comprise two-stage pump rotors" - is it 2 because there are two rotors, is it 4 because the two rotors are 
broken down into two rotors each, or because each rotor Comprises* two more rotors, is it 6? One possible suggestion is to say that 
"multistage Roots-type pump rotors are each two-stage Roots-type pump rotors, having an inlet-side...". 

Finally note that while arguments were directed towards Kuramoto not having a booster pump that was multi-stage (examiner interpreted 
multi-stage to be that the inlet is one stage, the outlet is the other stage, therefore there are two stages), even Kuramoto used a similar 
pump that had multiple stages of pumping. It seems reasonable that this teaches that the booster pump could also be made into a pump 
with multiple pumping stages. It also appears (especially because of how broad this claim is) that other prior art would likely teach this. If 
applicant disagrees, arguments should be made about why this is not the case. 
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
